His Commiſſion ſo drawne and. fra- 

* med(as as youſee) his Maicſtichimſclfe 
did oft peruſeand reuile, as forclceing the 
future euents; the tenor whereof appea- 
reth to be ſo farre from giuing Sir Walter 
Raleigh warrant , or colourto inuade any 
of the Territories, occupate and poſleſt 
| by the Spaniards, asit tendedtoa firocti 
on,rather of commerce, then ſpoile,cuen 
rowards the Sauages themlclucs. And the 
better to containe Sir Walter Raleigh, and 
to hold himypon his good behauiour, his 
Maicſtiedenied (though much ſued vnto 
for the ſame) ro grant him pardon for his 
former treaſons, both to dilauthoriſc him 
with thoſe, that were ynder his Comand, 
(in caſc he ſhould attempt to exceede his 
Commiſſion)and roreſcrue him to rhe Iu- 
ſtice of the Law, if by new offences hee 
ſhould make himſelfe indigne of former 
| mercies. And as for the good ſecuritic

In execution therefore of theſe his de- 


{ignes, Sir Walter Raleigh carrying the re- 


putation of an actiue 5 wittc + and valiant 


Gentleman,and cfpecially of a great Com- 
mander at Sca, by the inticement-of this 
golden baire of rhe Mine, and theeſtima- 


- tion of his owne name, drew vnto him 


many braue Capraines, and other Knights 
and Gentlemen of great blood and worth, 
to hazzard and aduecnture their liues, and 
the whole,or a great part of their cltates 
and fortunes in this his Voyage: whoſe 
ruines and decayes following , remaine as 
ſad and gricuousreliques and monuments 
of his vnfortunate iourncy, and ynfaith- 


full proceedings. 


Bur before hee went from Londoy, hee 
was not fo relerued, nor lo conſtant vnto 
his pretence of the Mine, but that ſome 
ſparkes brake foorth of that light, which 
aftcrwards appeared. For hee calt foorth 
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23 
ſome words to ſome particular friends of 
his Company, Thathee knewa Townein 
thoſeparts, vpon which hee could make 
alauing Voyage in Tobacco, og there 
were no other ; xr:  Neuertheleſſe, ro 


 makethe berter faith of thathe had given 


out touching rhe Mine, he promiſed his 
Companie at London , that when he came 


_ to Plimouth, hee would takea great com- 


=" Pioners out of the Welt, (where 
ſt workemen are of that kind ) and hee- 


maintained this his pretence fo farre, as 
hee billited the fayd Pioners for-ſcucrall 


ſhips; bur when hecame intothe Weſt this 


vaniſhed. For itis reſtificd of all parts, and 


by himſelfe confeſſed, thar hecarricdnone 


at all, exculing ir, tharthere were many 0- 
ther tall men of the Mariners, and com- 
mon Souldicrs, that he would haue made 
tall ro worke ; which is a ſlender excuſe of 
omitting fo principall a point. . As for 
Pickeaxes, Mattockes and Shouels forthe. 
working of the Mine, itis truchecarried 
ſome ſmall quanritie fora ſhew,bur by the 
mdgement of all that were in his compa- 

| | nie,

nic,nothing neere ſufficient for that which 
had been requiſite for the working of the 
Mine, which he excuſed onely by faying, 
that his men neuer ſaw them rguckeg 
and thatthe Mine was not paſt afootcand 
a halfe ynder ground. 

After, when hee was once ar Sea, hee 
did not much labor to nouriſh and main» 
caine the beliefe,that he meanttomake his 
voyage vponthe profite of the Mine, but 
fell a degree, as if it were ſufficient to 
bring home certainty and viſible proofe, 
that ſuch a Mine there was, though hee 
brought not the riches of it. For ſoone 
after his ſerting foorth from Ireland , hee 
ha-2on that if hee brought home buta 

andfullor basket full of Oare,to ſhew the 
King, hee cared for no more, for it was 
enough to faue his credit; and being char- 
ged therewith, hee confeſſed rhe ſpecch, 
withthis argumentand inference, rhatif 
there had beenca handfull of the Mine, it 
followed there wasa Mineto be confefled, 

as if ſomany Ships, ſomany liuesof men, 
ſuch charge of prouiſions, and{uch an ho- 
3 : nourable 
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nourable Commiſhon , had beeneburfor 

an experiment. | En 
About the ſame time likewiſe, he began 
co forget his Commiſſion, alwell as his 
retencesof the Mine; for hee did declare 
Finaſelfe ro divers of his company, that he 
meant to take St. Thome,and that he would 
make his voyage good ypon that Towne, 
for that it was very rich;Soas where it was 
blowne abroad, that the aſſault of St. Tho- 
me was inforced by a kinde of neceſſity,for 
that our Troupes were firlt aſſailed , itap- 
pcarcth manifeſtly , both by his ſpeechar 
London , of a Towne indefinitcly , and by 
this his ſpecch carcly in his voyage ar Sea 
of St. Thome by name, that it was anorigi- 
nall deſ1gne of his from the beginning : 
Andyeritis confeſſed by all, that the parts 
of Guiana, where St. Thome was ſcituate, 
were planted by Spaniards, who had di- 
uers Townes inthe ſame tract, with ſome 
Indians intermixed , that are their Vaſlals, 
lo as 1t 15 plaine , both place and perſons 

were out of his Commiſlion. | 

And thatthis was well knowne to him

itappeares notably in a letrer of his owne 
hand, written fince his returne from his 
voyage , wherein hee complaines that the 
Spaniards of the ſame place, did murder 
diversof his men, which camcin peaceto 
trade with them , ſome ſeuen yeeres paſt; 
neither doth hee in thatletter, any way de- 
| cline his knowledge, that thoſeparts were 
| inhabited by the Spaniards, bur ſtands yp- 
| on a former title, which he would needs 
now haue ſtrengthened by a new poſleſſi- 
on ; notwithitanding that this his pre- 
tence is no way compctible with his Com- 
miſſion, and chat himſclte before his going 
neuer made ouerture, orallegation of any 
ſuch pretext, nor ſo muchas intimated, or 
 inſinuated any ſuch defigneor purpole. 
Againe, before hee came to the 
| Iflands, hee made no difficultie to tellma- 
_ ny in expreſſc termes, that hee meant to 
ſurpriſe and ſet ypon the Mexico Fleete, 
though ſometimes hee would quallifie ir, 
by fayitig, If all failed, or if the Acton of 
_ the Mine were defeated. 

And Sir Walter Raleigh himſclfe being 
charged

Sentlegers infirmitie at 
that time , hee felorted to his'kinſeman 
Captaine George Raligh , who was his 
Sergeant Maior; iu whole written Com- 
million which key gauc him,hewas wary 
cnough not to cxpreſlc the raking of St. 
T home, but onely inſerted aclauſe of Com- 
mandement; That they ſhould in all things 0-

ren treaſure, which might make him wel- 


come into any forreine Countrey, to take 
ſome newe courſe for his future for- 
runes , valuing himſelfe as a man of 
great enterpriſe, and fame abroad ; bur 
then andat diuers times, hee did directly, 
and openly declare, that it was no com- 
a_ for ENG LAND, for that he knew 
not how things would beconſtrucd, and 
that he (for his part) would neuer put his 
1..ad vnder the Kings girdle, except hee 
firſt ſaw thegreat Scale for his pardon. 
Atwhich time, his cogitations imbra- 
cing Eaſt and Welt, rather then any re- 
rurne into his Countrey, hee did in parti- 
cular make promiſeto a principall Com- 
mander in his Company , to giue him a 
Ship to goc inco the Eaſt Indies, if hee 
would 
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would accompanie him thither, But ac- 
cording to his firlt project, hee went to 
the New found Land, which hee needed 
not to haue done, if his purpoſe had been 
for England, (forthat hee had victuals c- 
nough, and toſpare,for that iourney.) and 
thereat New found Land his other com- 
- pany hauing formerly diſpcrſed and for- 
{aken him,his owne companic which was 
in his owne Ship began likewiſe to mu- 
tine. Andalthough ſome old Pirates, ci- 
ther by his. inciting, or out of feare of 
their owne cale, were fierce and violent 
for the Sea,and againſt the returne, yet 
the far greater —_ were for the return; 
at which time himſelfe got aland , and 
ſtood vpon the Sea banke, and purir to a' 
queſtion, whether they ſhould returnefor 

England, or land at New found Land:

But abour the time of his arriuall ypon 
the coalt of Ireland, theforcing and fac- 
king of Saint Thome, and the firing of 
the Towne, and the putting the Spaniards 
to the {word, was noyſed abroad in all 
parts, and was by ſpeciall aduertiſement 
commet vnto the knowledge of the 
( ount de Gondomar , then Ambaſſador for 
the King of Spaine with his Maieſty, who 
thercvpon prayed audience of his Maic-

{ty,and with great inſtance demanded Tu- 
{tice againſt the perſons , and their goods 
| {who had commirted thoſe outrages and 
| made thoſe ſpoyles ypon his Maieſties 
ſubie&ts) according to his Maicſtics pro- 
miſe, andthe treaty of Peace. Whereup- 
on his Maieſtic publifhed his Royall Pro- 
clamation for the diſcoucry of the truth 
of Ralzighs proceedings, and the aduance- 
ment of Iuſtice. Notwithſtanding all 
| his Maieſtic vied a gracious and milde 
 awhieb;courſc towards Sir Walter Raleigh, 
ſending downe Sir L. Srucley Vice-admi- 
rall of the Countie of Deuon, to bring 
Sir Talter Raleigh in faire manner, andas 
his health would giue lcaue, by caſte iour- 
neyes to London. For about this time 
Sir Walter Raleigh was comne from Jre- 
landinto England,into the Port of Plimouth, 
where it was caſte to difſcerne with what 
good will hee came thither, by his imme- 
diate attempt to eſcape from thence; For 
ſoone after his comming to Plhmouth, be- 
| forehee was ynder guard , he dealt with 

the Owner of a French Barque ( pretend-

to make ready his Barque for a paſlage, 
and offered him rwelue Crownes for hi: 
paines : Andone night he went in alittle 
Boate to haue ſcene the Barque that ſhould 
haue tranſported him, bur the night be- 
ing veric darke, hee miſled of the Barque, 
and came backe againe, nothing done; 
 @z Whereinby the my appeares, that it was 
\ not any traine laide for him by Sir Lewis 
Stucley or any other (as was voyced) to 
mooue or tempt him to an cſc 
that hee had a purpoſe to flic, and eſcape 
from his firſt arriuall into England. 
Burin this his purpolſe,he grew to be more 
reſolute and 28 , after that the Lords of 
his Maicſtics Councell, obſcruing the de- 
laies in his comming vppe, had fſentynto 
Stucky, lome quicke letters for the haſte- 
ningthercof : But thereupon, as his deſire 
of eſcape encreaſed, ſo did the difficulty

I would we were all at Paris, To whom Man- 
n0Þric anſwered, [would we were all at Lon- 
don, alas, what ſhall wee doe at Paris? Be- 
cauſe, quoth King, that aſſoone as wee come ro 
London, they wilcommit Sir Walter Raleigh 
to the Tower, and cut off his head : where. 
upon Marnnowric anſwered , That hee ho- 
ped better then ſo , and that he' was ſorry 
tor his ill fortune; and that according ro 
his ſmall abilicie, he was ready to doe him 
all honeſt feruicc hecould, ſo itmight bee 
donewithout oftence. - :

the Planks, which greatly pitied Sir Lewis 

Srucley , who Tiling in haſte, ſent Man- 
nowry to him, whowhen heecame, found 


him gotten againc to his bed, and asking 


him whar he ayled, he anſwered, he ayled 
nothing, but that he did ir pgs And 
Sir WV. Raleigh asking him for his vomit, 

hee gaue it him, who made no bones, bur 
ſwallowed it downe incontinently : At 
which time Sir L. Srucley comming in, 
Sir Walter began againe to cric and raue; 
Then Mannowry went out of the Cham- 
ber, and the vomit which he had giuen 
- him was an houre and a halfe betore it 
wrought; but inthe meanerime SirWalter 
Raleigh began to draw ” his legges and 
armes all on a heape, as it had becriemnafir 
of Conuulfions, and contractions of his 
Sinewes ; and thatwirh fuch vehemency, 
that Sir L. Stucley had mich adoe with 
.© the helpe of others ro pull out ſtreight, 
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ſometimes an arme, ſometimes a legge: 
which againſt all the ſtrength they had, he 
would draw vp againe as it was betorc, 
whercat.the ſaid Sir L. Seucley rooke great 
compaſſion, cauſing him to bee well rub- 
bedand chafed ; which Sir Walter Raleigh 
himſelfe afterwards told vnto Mannowry, 
laughing that. hee had well exerciſed Sir 
Lew Stucley, and taught him ro be a Phi- 
{itian. 

This fained fir being thus paſt, Sir WaE- 


| ter Raleighcalled Manyowry, and when hee 


came, hee prayed him to [tay by him, and 
{aid hee would take ſome relt. Mannowry 
{hut che doore, and being alone with him, 
Sir W. Raleigh told him,that his vomit had 
done nothing as yet. & ſaid that he would 
take another more violent , but Mannowry . 
afluring him that without doubt it would 
worke; he contented himlelfe, and asked 
Mannowry if hee could inuent any thing, 
that might make him looke horrible and. 


| loathlome outwardly, without offending 


the principall parts, or making him ſicke 
mwardly ; Mannowry ſtudicd a little and 
—- then

then told him, that hee would make a + 
Compoſition preſently, of certainethings 
which would - make him like a Leper 
from head to foote, wicthour.doing him 
any barme, which art his intreatic heect- 
fected ſpecdily ; at which time Sir Walter 
Ralcigh gaue him the realon, why hee did 
ic, telling him thar his being in thar cale, 
would make the Lords of the Counle<ll 
affraide to-come necre*him , and mooue 
them with more pittic ro fauour him. 
Soone after thar Mannowry had put this 
compoſuion vpon his Brow , his Armes 
and his Brealts , Sir Lewis Stucley came 
into the Chamber, and Mannowry went a- 
way , and Sir Lewis Srucley perceyuing the 
places where Mannowry had pur this com- 
poſition to be all pimpled, his face full of 

reat bliſters of diuers colours , hauing 
in the middeltalittlerouch of yellow, and 
round about like a purple colour, andall 
the relt of his skinne as it were inflamed - 
with heare, hee beganne ro apprehend'the 
danger of the diſeaſe, that it was contagi- 


ous, and being very much aſtonithedar 
G 2 the 
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al{oſet his hand.

the ſuddaineaccidenrt, hee asked Mannowry 
whathee thought thereof , bur Mannowry 
iudged it fir to conceale ir from him ar 
thar time, ſecing Sir YYaler Raleigh had 
nor yer told him, that hee meant to flic 
out of England, but thar it was onely to 
gaine timeto fatisfic his Maiclty. 

Vpon Manmewric his vncertaine an- 
ſivere to Sir Lewis 'Srucley rouching Sir 
Walter Raleigh his maladic , Stucley refolued 
to gocto my Lord Biſhop of Elie,now of 
PP mcheſter, to relate vnto him in what 
caſe Sir YYalter Raleigh was, and brought 
ynto Raleigh rwo Phylitions to fee and 


viſithim, who being come, Touldtell no- 
_ thing of what humor the faid ſickneſſe 
was compoſed. There cameallo a third, 
aBatchelor in Phyfick, who all could nor 


by all that they could doe, diſcouer this 
diſeale ; Onely they gaue their opinion 
and aduile, that the Patient could notbee 
expolcd to the Ayre, without manifeſt pe- 

rill of his life, and thercof they made their 
report in writing, ynto which Mannowry

_ SirWakter Raleigh, ſeeing thatall theſe 
things fell our accordirg to his intention, 


was exceedingly contented therear, eſpeci- 


ly that inthe prelence of the faide Phyſici- 
ans, the vomit. began to worke both vp- 
wards and downewards. And becauſe hee 
doubred that the Phyſicians would aske to 
{ce his water, hee prayed Mannowry to doe 


ſomething to makeit ſeeme troubledand 


badde, which to content him » ( gluing 
him the Vrivall into his bed ) Mannowry 
rubbed the inſide of the glaſſe with a cer- 
raine Drugge, which aſloone as hee had 
made water therein, the Vryne cuenin the 
bands of the Phyſicians, turned allintoan 
earthy humour, of ablackiſh colour, and 
made the water alſo to haue an ill ſauour, 


which made the Phyſicians mdge the dif- 


caſeto be mortall and without remedy,bur 


from Heauen. , 
He made Mannowry allo to tic his atmes 


about with blacke {alke ribband, whichhee 
| tooke from his Poyniard,to try if it would 
diſtemper the pulle, but that ſucceded'nor, 
G 3 as 
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a5 hethoughtit would. Theday following 
he called Mannowry, and prayed him to 
make ſome more ſuch bliſters ypon him, as 
_ vpon his noſe, his head, his thighes,and his 
legges : which Mannowry bauing done, it 
ſucceeded according to his deſire , for 
which he was very jocund and merry with 
Mannowry, and faid vato him, that the cua- 
cuation which his phyficke had cauſed, 
had ſo opened his ſtomacke, that hee was 
exceeding huagry, and prayed Mannowry 
that hee would goe and buy him ſome 
meate ſecretly; for quorh hee, if [ eate pub- 
likcly, it will bee ſeenc thatT am nor {icke; 
ſo according to his requeſt, Mannowry 
went to the YYhite-hart in Salisbary , and 
bought hima leggeof Mutton and three 
loaucs, which hee are in ſecret, and by this 
ſubrilcicir was thought that he liued three 
daics without cating, bur not withour 
drinke: This hee continued vnrill Friday 
thelaſt of Iuly, ſeeming alwaies to be ſicke 
inthe preſence of company, and ncuerthe- 
leſle, being alone, he writt his Declaration

or Apology, and prayed Mannowry to 
tranſcribe it, which was ſince preſented 
to his Maicity. 

The ſame eucning Sir Lewis Stucley dil- 
courſing vpon his {ickeneſſe, and whence 
it ſhould proceed, Sir Waker Raleigh laidin 
theſe words, 4s God ſaue mee, I thinke 1haue 
taken poyſon where I lay the night before I came 
to this Towne ; I know that Maſter Parham is a 
great louer of the King of Spaine, and a Papist, 
and that hee keepes alwaies a Prieſt in his houſe; 
but I will not haue any of yon to [peake of it, nor 
you Mounſieur (quorth he) ſpeaking ro Man- 
nowry. Alſo Sir Walter Rakigh,his Cham- 
ber doores being ſhut, walked vp and 
downe, and oncly Mannoyry with him, 
there naked jn his fhirt , and tooke a loo- 
king glaſſe, and looking vpon the ſpots in 
his face, whercat hee tooke great plealure, 
and laughing, ſaid voto. Mannowry theſe 

words , Wee ſhall laugh well one day , forha- 
uing thus cozened and beguiled the King, his 
Councell, and the Phyficians, and the Spaniards 
and all. 
 Vponthe Saturday that his Maieſticar- 


riued

rived at Salisbury, which was the firſtof 
Auguſt , Sir Walter Raleigh defired to 
ſpcake with Mannowry in fccret,and feem-. 
cd to hauc a very great apprehenſion of 
ſomething, and hauing made him ſhutthe 

doors, prayed him togiue him a redde [ca- 
thercoffer, which was within another cof- 
fer, which when hec had , heewas a good 
while looking init, and then called May- 
nowry, and putting ninepeeces of Spaniſh 
money of gold into; his hand , hee ſaide 
thus ; There is twenty Croymesin Piſtolets, 
Which Tome you for your Phyſical receipts, and 
 therviftuall you bought mee, and I'vill gine you 
fifty pounda yeere, if you will doe that which 1 
ſhall tell you , and if it happen that Sir Lewis 
Stucley doe aske you what conference you had 
with mee, tell him that you comfort me in mine 
adurerfity, and that I make you no other anſwere 
then thus , asis here Written, which hee had 
already written with hisowne hand in a 
little peece of paper for Mannowrics in- 
{truction,as followeth : Fc 
Ve la M. Mannoyry L acceptance de tour 
mes trauaus, pertie de mon eſtat, *7 demon fils, 
mes

mes maladies & doleurs. Ve la C' effeft de mon 
confidence auRoy. Which paper of Raleigbs 
hand writing Mannowry produced. 

And now Sir Walter Raleigh beganne to 
practiſe with Mannowrie, and to tell him 
that hee would flic and get himſelfe out df 
England, and that if Mannowry would aide 
him in hiseſcape, it was allin his power, 
and that Sir Lewis Stucley truſted in no 
body bur Mannowry, whereupon Mannow- 
ry made him an oucrture, that athiscom- 
ming to London he ſhould keepe himſelfe 
cloſe in a friends houſe of Mannowries in 
Shire-lane in London, whercunto. hee ſee- 
medto cncline, & found Mannowries aduile 
good fora while; butin the end hectold 
him, that hee was rcfolued otherwiſe, atid 
that hee hadalready ſent Captaine King to 
hire hima Barke below Graueſend, which 
would goc with all windes , and another 
little boat to carry him to it; Forquoth 
hee to hide my (elfe in London, I ſhould 
bee alwayes in feare to bee diſcouered by 
the generall ſearchers that are there ; but 


to eſcape, I mult get leauc to goc to my 
_- houſe, 
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houle, and beeing there, I will handlethe 
marter fo, that I will eſcape our of the 
hands of Sir Lewis Stucley by a backe- 
doore, and ger mec into the boat; tor rio 
body will doubt char I can goe on foote, 
ſceing mee lo feeble, as 1 lecme to bee. 
And then Raleigh hauing muſed awhile, 
_ withour ſpeaking, Mannowrie asked him, 
Sir, Wherefore Will you flie * your Apologie, and 
_ your laſt Declaration , doe not they inſtifie you 
ſufficiently? T hen all in choler , Raleigh an- 
fwered.him in Engliſh thus ; Newer tell 
mee more , a man that feares is neuer ſecure ; 
which faſhion of his put Mannowrie to f1- 
trnceforthatrime, fr 
Now there. reſted nothing but ' his 
Maielties Licence, to permit him to goc 
ro his owne houſe without which ( = 
ſaid)he could not poſlibly eſcape. This Ly- 
cence was after granted him by the means 
of Maſter Vice-chamberlaine, and Ma- 
ſter Secretary Naunton , which being ob- 
 teined , Mannowrie tooke occaſion to lay 
ro him, That hereby one might ſee, that hus 
Maieflie had no meaning to take his life, ſeeing 
that 
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that hee ſnffered hing to goe to his owne houſe 
to recouer bis health. Noe (quoth Raleigh) 
they oſed all theſe kinds of flatteries , to the 
Dike of Byron, to draw him fairely to the 
priſon, and then they cut off hu head, I know 
that they haue concluded amoneit them , that it 
# expedient that a man ſhould die , tore-aſſure 
the Trafficke which T haue broken in Spainc. 
And thereupon brake foorth into moſt 
harefull, and Trayterous words againſt 
the Kings owne Perſon , ending in 
a menace, and braucrie , That if hee could 
ſane himſelfe for that time , be would plot ſuch 
plots, as ſhould make the King thinke him(elfe 
happy to ſend for him againe , and render him 
bis eſtate with aduantage ; yea and force the 
King of Spaine, to Write into 'England his 

fauour. hi 
Mannowry at that time did aske him 
further,if he c{caped,wharſhould become 
of Sir Lewis Stucley 2 and whether hee 
ſhould bee pur to death for him or not, 
and whether hee ſhould looſe his office 
and cſtate ? Not ro death( quorh Raleigh) 
bus hee wilbe impriſoned for- a while , but his 
»H=H* 3 lands 
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lands the King cannot haue , for that they are 
alreadie aſſured to his eldeſt ſonne; and for the 
reſt it was no part of his care. Mannowry tur- 
ther asked him if it were not Treaſon in 
himſelfe to bee ayding to his eſcape; Noe 
(quoth hee ) for that you are a ſtranger ; nt« 
xertheleſſe, you muſt not bee knowne of any 
thing, for then you wilbe ſure to bee put in pri- 
ſon. In concluſion, Mannowrydemanded 
of him yet further, But what if it bee difco- 
wered, that Thad any band in your eſcape > wiry 
(quoth hee ) follow mee into France, ( that is 
your ( ountry) and quit all , and I'will make you 
amends for all. 
After, Raleigh went on his iourncy to 
Andouer,and ſo to Hartford-bridge,and from 
thence to Staines, during which time, Sir 
Lewis Stucley being made acquainted by 
Mannowry with Raleigh his purpoſe to &f- 
cape, vied extraordinary diligence in 
guards and watches vpon him ; which 
Raleigh percciuing , ſaid to Mannowry at 
Staines; I perceiue well, it is not pofible for 
me to efrape by our two meanes alone, Stucley 
is ſo batchfull, and ſets ſuch ſtrait guard opon 
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me, and will be too hard forcos, for all our cun- 
nings, th:refore there #5 no way but to make_ 
him of our counſell; and if wee. can perſwade 
bim, to let me ſaue my ſelfe, I will gine him in 
hand 1wo hundred pounds ſterling worth: and 

_ thereupon drew forth a lewell, and ſhew- 
cd it to Mannowrie , and gauc ic into his 
hand, made inthe faſhion of haile powde- 
red with Diamonds, witha Rubic in the 
middeſt, which hee-valuedat 150 pound 
ſterling, and ſaid, befides this Tewel, be ſhall 
haue 50. pound in money ; I pray you goe tell 
him ſo from m2, and perſwale him to it, I know 
he will truſt you. 

Mannowry went preſently to Stucley,and 
told him as before, :and concluded with 
him, that Manmowrie ſhould report backe 
to Raleigh, that he would accept of his of- 
fer, and bade him tell Raleigh allo, thathe 
was content to doe as hee deſired ;bur hee 
would chuſc rather togoc away with him, 
then to tary behinde with ſhame and re- 
proach , and he bade Manoyrie aske him 
further, how hee thought hee could doc 
this, withour looſing his Office of Vicc- 
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Admirall, which coſt him f{txe hundred 


| pounds, and how they ſhould liue after- 


wards; and to what place they ſhould 
oe, and what meancs hee would cary 
with him, rofurniſh this intended eſcape; 
which Mannowriedid , and was anſwered 
by the ſaid Raleigh , -and praycd to tell 
Srucley , rhat if hee would {weare ynto | 
him ,-not to diſcouer him , he would tell 
him his whole intent ; and that for the 
firſt point , though Stucley ſhould looſe 
his Office, yet he Fould be no loofer vp- 
on the matter; and forafterwards, aſſoone 
as hewas gotten into Fraxce,or Holland, his 
wife was to ſend him athouſand pounds 
Sterling , and that hee carried with him 
onely a thouſand Crownes in money and 
Tewells to ſerue for the preſent in his e- 
ſcape. But after —_—_— Rakigh ſaid yn- 
to Mannowrie, Oh, it I could elcape with- 
out Stucley, I ſhould doe brauecly ; But 
it is 10 matter, ( {aid hec) Ile carie him along, 
and afterwards Tle diſpatch my ſelfe of bim well 
enough. And after, Mannowrie relating all 
© that had paſſed ro Stacley , brought them 


roge - 
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rogether, at which time Raleigh ſhewed 
the Tewell ro Srucley ; and hee making 
ſhew to bee content, prayed him alirtle 
reſpite to diſpoſe of his Office, whereupon 
Mannownle ccing them lo accorded ypon 
rhe matter in appearance, tooke his leaue 
of them to gocto London, and in the mor- 
ning Mamowrie vpon the raking of his 
leauc, ſaid to Ralergh, rhat hee didnot thinke 
to (ee him againe While hee was in England ; 
Whereupon Rakigh gaue him aLetter di- 
rected to Miltris Herrys of Radford, that 
{hee ſhould deliuer him an yron fornace 
with a Diſtillatory of Copper belonging 
vnto it, and charged him to tell cucry man 
he mer, thathe was ficke, and that hee left 
him in an extreme looleneſlſe that very 
night. - 

But Raleigh hauing, formerly _ 
ched a meſſenger to London to prepare him 
a Barque for his eſcape, cameat lalt ro Lon» 
don, and haying wonne his purpole, (by 
cheſe former deuices of fained fickneſle) ro 
be ſpared fro impriſonment inthe Tower, 
and to be permitted to remaine at his own 


houſe, 
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houſe till his better recouery,therefell out 
anaccident, which gaue him great hopes 
and encouragement ſpeedily to facilitate 
his intended deſigne for eſcape. Foras he 
came on his way to London, in his Inne at 
Brentford, there came ynto him aFrench- 
man named La Cheſnay, a follower of Le 
(ere laſt Agent here for his Maieſties dea- 
reſt brother the French King, who tolde 
him that the French Agent was very deft- 
rousto ſpeake with him as ſooneas might 
be, after his arriuall ar London, for matters- 
greatly concerning the fayd Sir Walters 
weale and fafctic, as in eftect it fell our, 
that theyery next night after hisarriuallar 
London , the ſaid Le Clere, and La'( heſnay 
came ynto him to his houſe , and there did - 
_ thefaid Le (flere offer ynto him a Frencii 

Barque , which hee had prepared for him 
ro elcape in, and Withall bis Letters recom- 
mendatory for his ſafe conduFt and reception to 
the Gouernouy of Calis,and toſend a Gentleman 
expreſly that ſhould attend and meecte him there. 
ro which offer of his, Rateigh after ſome 
queſtions paſſed, finding the French Barke

not to bee ſorcady, nor ſo fit as that bimſelfe "Dy 


formerly prouided, gauc him thanks,and told 


him that he would make vſe of his owne 


Barke, but for his Letters,and the reſt of his of- 
fer, he ſhould be beholding to him, becauſe bis ac- 
quanmtance in France was worne out. SO palli- 
onatcly bent was hee vpon hiscſcape, as 
thathee did nor forbeare to truſt his life, 
and ro communicate a [ecrer importing 


him ſo necre,vpon his firſt acquaintance,and - 


onto a ſtranger , whom he hath ſincecon- 
felled rhat be nener [aw before. And thus af- 
cer two nights ſtay, the third night hce 
madcan actuallatrempttocſcape, and was 
in Boate towards his Shippe , but was by 
Stucleyarreſted, brought backe,and deliue- 
red into the cuſtodic of the Lieutenant of 
theTower. | 

For thefe his greatand hainous offences, 
in ates of Holtilicic vpon his Maieſtics 
confederates, depredations, and abuſes, as 
well of his Commiſhon, as of his Maic- 
{ties Subic&s vnder his charge, Impo- 
ſures, Atremprs of eſcape , declining his 
Mameſtics Iuſtice, and the reſt , euidently 
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prooued or confeſſed by himſelte; he had 


made himſelfe vrterly yawoorthy of his 


Maieſtics further mercy : And becauſe he. 


could notby Law bee iudicially called in 
queſtion, for char his former arrainger of 
Treiton is the higheſtand laſt worke of 
the Law (whereby hee was Ciutliter mortu- 
as) his Maicltic was inforced ( except Ar- 
rainders ſhould become priuiledges for all 
ſubſequent offences) to refolue ro haue 
him execured vpon his former Artainder.

iccts, nor to abule his gracious meanings, 
in raking the contrary courſes for the at- 
raining to their owne ynlawfull ends ;'as 
alſo of Demonſtration to all other for- 
rcigne Princes and States, whereby they 
might reſtaſſured.of his Maiefties honou- 
rable proceeding with them,whenany the 
like cafe ſhall occurre. By which meanes 
his Maieftic may the more affuredly 'ex- 
pect and claime an honourable concur- 
rence , and a reciprocall correſpondence 
from them', vpon any the like occaſion, 
Burt as to SirWalter Raleigh his confellion 
at.his Death, what he confeſſed or Yenied 
rouching any the points of this declarati- 
on, his Maieſtic leaues him and hiscon- 
{ſcience therein to God, as was (aid inthe 
beginning of this Diſcourſe.
